EDITOR'S NOTE: Nearly 33 years ago we conclud- 


ed a successful editorial campaign to vote Hempstead 
county "wet" — and key pieces in that campaign were 
the cartoon above and my editorial below, published 
in The Star of Feb, 13, 1936, Now that we are about 
to vote again on the liquor question Nov. 5, 1968,1 
think they are worth reprinting today.

bove this editorial is the world's greatest news- 
paper cartoon. 
Drawn ten years ago by D. R. Fitzpatrick, staff 


cartoonist of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, it won for him 
the 1926 Pulitzer prize. 


Look at that picture! 
It is a pictorial prayer for humanity—born free under 


the Ten Commandments; doomed to prison and despair 
and death by the million criminal laws that fellow human- 
ity has enacted, 


And as the mountain of man-made law rises, the 


Tablets of Moses shrink by comparison. 


They seem now to be almost like two tombstones - 


tombstones above the graves of the first man and the 
first woman, born long ago into a peaceful and friendly 
and 
helpful 
world unspoiled by the stupidity and 


narrowness and meanness of later-day men who imag- 
ine that the power of the ballot is greater than the 
Laws of God! 


In that mountain of man-made law arc certain sheets 


of paper — laws forbidding men to eat or drink or wear 
or use various articles. 


The Judges of civilization, the great philosophers, the 


great law.givers, the great educators, the great minis- 
ters - EVERY ONE OF THEM - had forbidden the peo- 
pie to pass such laws against one another. 


But the people went ahead and passed those laws any- 


way, 


Such laws did not seem to work, 
The criminal class grew constantly larger. More and 


more men went to prison, or were killed by officers at- 
tempting to enforce the law - and so, behind the adult 
criniinai men there grew up an ever increasing army of 
women and children to whom The State meant only 
misery and fear and persecution and death, 


For every man sent to prison, or slain in the raids on 


the moonshine stills of the prohibition era - tor every 
one such man there were from five to ten dependents, 
bound by blood-tie with him to be, like him, an avowed 
enemy of a civilized and orderly society, 


I call these the Orphans of the Big House. 
Society can have no sympathy for the adult man who 


breaks any law — but what of the innocent ones whom 
society, by unwise law-making, has raised up to be na- 
tural enemies of itself? 


If There were 42 moonshiners or bootleggers of re- 


cord in Hempstead county during the prohibition era 
then there were many hundreds of additional people 
living in a criminal atmosphere and bound by blood 
and family connections to stand with the individual 
criminal against the collective State. 


The man writing these lines is an old prohibition 


crusader. 


But 1 think that my sentiment began to change about 


1927, 


Do you remember, about February, 1927, that Zach 


Horton, Ouachita county deputy sheriff and uncle of 
Franklin Horton of Hope, was killed in a prohibition 
raid near Camden? 


I was on that scene a few hours later. As editor of 


the El Dorado News 1 had crusaded to shut off the flow 
of liquor from the "Humidity Line" - the Ouachita. 
Union county line - into El Dorado, 


Zach Horton, I found, had been slain, and Arthur 


Ellis, the Ouachita sheriff, wounded, because the offi- 
cers walked into an ambush arranged by rival gangs of 
moonshiners, 


Jack Howard, former boss moonshiner at Miller's 


Bluff, on the Ouachita river, where the killing occurr- 
ed, had been sent to the penitentiary for an earlier shoot* 
ing, Paroled, he returned to find that his business had 
been taken by the Hembree family - a family of squat- 
ters, 


Howard tried to run them off, and, Jailing to do so, 


left with the threat, "I'll be back!1' 


He neglected to say that he was returning with offi* 


eers, Hembree arranged an ambush for what he sup, 
posed would be Howard and some pals, But the officers 
guided by Howard, walked into it instead.

NEW YORK—(NEA)-It all started with Henry Ford II. 


He didn't make a big deal over it, to be sure. One day, 
several years ago, he just appeared and he looked, well 
groovy. And suddenly, sideburns were respectable. 


The New Look, according to historians at the Institute, 


dates from the 24 hours of LeMans of 1967 when HFII led a 
natty Ford contingent to the French race. There he was, his 
gray-black hair creeping subtly over his collar and his fluffy 
sideburns practically to earlobe length. 


No doubt about it. Henry Ford II, scion of one of America's 


most influential families, was doing his thing—and doing it 
well. 


Prior to the Ford fad, sideburns were worn by actors, 


southern Europeans, super jet-setters and a mixed group of 
unsavories. And now even Richard Nixon and Hubert Hum- 
phrey glory in their longish sideburns. 


Our historians say that the current vogue for sideburns and 


long hair represents a delayed reaction to World War II and 
Korea. The military, bless it, generally offered its members 
two hair styles—short all around or none all around. 


The rationale was sound. Short hair is neater, more uni- 


form. It encourages the sameness which military chieftains 
believe is important. So legions of men in uniform returned 
from the front with their crew cuts which, by that time, had 
become no-nonsense habits. Nobody wore sideburns at all. 


Women knew right along that hair had its importance and 


could, depending on its arrangements, radically alter the 
personality of the owner. All those postwar crew cuts made 
for bland personalities. 


So hippies, yippies and the self-alienated folk discovered 


that long hair would separate them from the common middle- 
class herd. Establishment reaction was strong and news- 
papers frequently carried stories about long-haired Johnnv 
who was kept out of school until he returned freshly cut and 
powdered.
